It is no use hiding tho conviction that | 


ton, there isa possi pility of trouble with 
Japon orChina. Major-General Wood, who 
will leave tho Phillippiues next month for 
a trip to tho United States by way of 
Europe, has asked to ho sont back to the 
islandsat the ondof his18-montha’ furlough. 
Prosident Roosevelt is anxious for him to 
return and go aro the business interosts in 
the Philippines. 

Tho cireumstanco has * more than 
ordinary significance in view of General 
Wood's record for sucess in Culsi and the 
Philippines and the possiblity of trouble 
with Japan or -in connection with the 
maintenace of the upen door in China. 

Gon, Wood has for tho greater part of 
tho past ten years evn stationed in the 
tropics and the prospects of a second tour 
in the Philippines presents to him no phase 
of hardship compared’ with the’ under 
standing that ho is put there for strong 
military reasons. Besides boing a man 
Qf admirablo tact and strength, in 
admini-tration ho hns proved himself a good 
diplomat, snd the president holds that he 
would bo tho safest man he could place in 
command of the Philippines division. 

With the work that is now going on the 
Philippines will in two years’ timo bea 
military basé of no small importance. 
Gen. Wood has heen commonly slated to 
succeed Gen, MacArthur as lieutenant 
general on tho retirement of the lntter in 
Juno, 1909, but it is now known that this 
is not to occur. 

Gen. Wood will not retiro for age until 


Octoher 1924, If ho wero to succeed Gen. 
MacArthn rho would be tieutenant general 
of the army for fifteen years, 
therefore, afford to stand aside, althongh 
ho is the ranking major general, and allow 
other worthy officers to enjoy the honour.
